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Medium: 
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Summary of reasons for decision: 

The moving image file is deemed to be objectionable because it promotes and supports the use 
of violence to compel any person to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct. 

The short video clip on the file shows what appears to be a sexual attack on a woman. Although 





the sexual violence is likely to have been staged for commercial purposes, viewers are intended to 
gain sexual pleasure from a scenario that shows a woman being brutally subjected to a violent 
form of sexual conduct. The material contributes to the formation and perpetuation of attitudes 
that lead to sexual violence. 

The classification of the publication interferes with freedom of expression as set out in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's 
intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable.
